THE SAN PEDRO QUARANTINE. 


No Interest in Firem en’s Tournn- 
raents—Urging the Adoption of 
Constitutional Amendments. 


Associated Prfcjs Dispatches to tlifi H e r a l d. 


B a n F r a n c i s c o , April I . — In the case 
of Robert Rogers aud Thomas Henry 
Ismay ▼». Hermann L. E. M eyer, ad­ 
m inistrator of the estate of Marion 
Meyer, deceased, Judge W allaoo has 
rendered the following important opin­ 
ion, bolding th at a California wife visit­ 
ing England has the same power while 
in th a t country over her separate prop­ 
erty a° -’'e had a t home, and th a t the 
EuglihU laws caunot deprive her of it; 
th at the capital stock of a California 
corporation 
cannot 
be 
transferred 
by 
compliance 
w ith 
the 
laws of 
foreign 
countries b u t only by pur­ 
suing the methods prescribed by the 
laws of California. 
T he defendant, Her­ 
m ann L E. Meyer, is th e adm inistrator 
of her estate, duly appointed, pursuant 
to the laws of the S tate of California, 
and as such administrator claims the 
custody of the property of tho decedent, 
th at it may be distributed according to 
th e laws of this State. 
The plaintiffs, as 
trustoes under the settlem ent, claim it 
and pray th at it may be distributed by 
them in England, pursuant to the pro­ 
visions of the settlem out and Recording 
to the laws of that country. 
If the dis­ 
tribution be rn de according to the laws 
of this State, the surviving husband oí 
the decedent would become entitled to 
one half thereof and her mother to the 
other half, while, sbould th e distribu­ 
tion occur pursuant to the settlement 
and the English law, the husband of the 
decedent would be excluded altogether 
and the whole would go to her mother, 
as being her next of kin. 
The estate in 
question consists of certain stock of tho 
Spring Valley W ater Company, which 
was the property of the decedent. In 
the year 1871 the deceased and her hus­ 
band, at the time sojourning in England, 
united in the execution of a deed ot 
snttlfimnnfc, prepared in th at country, 
by th e terms of which tho husbaud 
■covenanted for himself and for h r 
as well, tb at the abates of stock, th ru 
in her possession should be forthwith 
transferred to the plaintiff* here, Robert 
Rogers and Thomas H enry Ism ay, nom­ 
inated in the settlement, to be trustees 
for her benefit, as, under laws of Eng­ 
land, she was incapable of dealing with 
i t directly, for herself, in her own name. 
The court holds th at the plaintiff had 
no claim to the custody of the stock and 
th at it m ust be delivered to the defend­ 
ant, as administrator of the estate of 
decedent.

A list of the poll­ 
ing places ap pears daily in the H e r ­ 


a l d . 
The first am endm ent provides for 
■oven Justices of the Supreme Court 
of this State, to be elected at large at 
the general State elections. 
The 
present Justices of this court are to 
hold office for the full time for which 
they were elected. 
The Justices 
shall elect one of their num ber as 
Chief Justice,,w ho shall hold office 
for two years. Thereafter a Chief 
Juatice shall be elected at the end of 
each period of two years. The court 
■hall consist of two departm ents, as 
a t present, an d the Chief Justice can 
preside over either departm ent and 
over the court in banc. 
A m endm ent Number Two provides 
th a t the salary of Justices of the Su­ 
preme Court shall be $7500 per annum, 
and the Supreme Court Commission­ 
er* $6000 annually. 
The Superior 
Court Judges of San Francisco, Ala­ 
m eda, Los Angeles, Santa Clara, 
Y uba and Sutter combined, Sacra­ 
m ento, Butte, Nevada, San Diego, 
San Bernardino, Colusa and Tehama 
counties shall receive a salary of 
$5100 per annum. 
The Judges of 
Talare, M onterey, Sonoma, San Jo a­ 
quin counties shall receive a salary of 
$4000. All the rest of the Superior 
Court Judges shall receive $3000 an­ 
nual salary. 
A m endm ent1 Number Three pro­ 
vides that any city containing a popu­ 
lation of more than one hundred 
thousand inhabitants may frame a 
charter for its own government agree­ 
ably to th e constitution of the State, 
by electing fifteen freeholders who 
shall have been five years or more 
qualified electors, whose duty it shall 
be to prepare and propose a charter 
for such city. Said charter is to be 
filed with the Mayor and Recorder of 
Deeds and published in two daily pa­ 
pers of general circulation in said 
cities. The charter is to be submitted 
to a vote of the qualified voters of 
such cities within thirty days from 
the time of publication of the same. 
If a majority of such voters shall 
ratify the same. It shall be sub­ 
m itted to tbe Legislature for its ap­ 
proval or rejection as a whole with­ 
out am endm ent, and if approved by a 
m ajority of two-tiiirds of both houses 
it shall become the organic law of 
such city and supersede all former 
• > charters. 
A copy of said charter 
shall be filed with the Secretary of 
State and recorded in the office of 
the County Recorder and then de­ 
posited with the City Clerk. 
Said 
charter m ay be am ended at the end 
of a period of two years by the usual 
subm ission to a vote of the people 
Cities of more than ten thousand and 
n ot more than one hundred thousand 
inhabitants may proceed in a sim ilar 
m anner. 
In subm itting such charter 
or any am endm ent thereto, any al 
tentative article or proposition may 
be voted for separately w ithout preju­ 
dice to others.

The Board of H ealth met yesterday 
afternoon at the rooms of the City 
Counoil, Mayor Wofkmun in the Chair. 
The Mayor aaid th at the principal bnsi. 
ness was the cleaning up of the city and 
the settling of the dumping of garbage 
question. 
I t was naoessary, he said, 
have the old dumps oleaned up nud kept 
clean. He sent for some communieations 
which had been received, and while 
w aiting for them Dr. Hagan said he 
would suggest that the Board recommeud 
th at an office be furnúbed him. 
/ 
present it was an impossibility to get 
room for the H ealth Office. 
He had en­ 
gaged several rooms, and as soon as it 
was discovered that he was the Health 
Offioer the parties refunded the money 
he 
had 
advanced 
and 
refused to 
take him iu. 
The consequence was 
th a t he was forced to take his fur 
nitare to his home and occupy the tent 
on Fort street. 
I t was corniug on hot 
weather now and the tent did not afford 
sufficient protection. 
It was suggested that two rooms be 
bn ilt on the lot selected for the City 
H all, but no decision was arrived at, aud 
it was finally conoluded that each mem 
her of the Board of H ealth look ont for 
suitable quarters for the H ealth Office 
Dr. Hugau then reported that now 
there are but seven cases of smallpox at 
the hospital aud eight outside, making 
fifteen in all, and that matters are look* 
ing most favorable. 
He also s.ated that 
he had found a case yesterday morning 
a t No. 239 Buena Vista street, next door 
to the house where the Mexican wab dis­ 
covered hidden. 
H e had also found a 
m au in a saloon opposite the depot. 
H e had removed the man to his room, 
N o 22 Ann street, and will take him to 
th e smallpox hospital this inorOing. 
In relation to the child at No. 239 
Buena Vista street, Dt. Hagan said that 
its parents, mother in particular, refused 
to allow it to be taken to the smallpox 
hospital, 
even though 
he had told 
her that 
the best of care 
should 
be taken 
of 
her- 
and 
her 
child. 
H e 
considered 
th at the 
house 
which the people live is not situated 
ju st where it would be properly quarau- 
tim d . The m other would not hear of 
going to the hospital, and Dr. Hagan 
said she quoted the case of the police 
officer whom he couldn’t move there. 
iu refereuce to the Uathorue case, Dr 
Hagan said he hud explained to the offi­ 
cer that he would do all he could to 
m ake the hospital comfortable for him. 
Iu an>wer to a quest it n he said he might 
have told Officer Uathorue that the pest- 
house was nothing bnt a barn, because 
th at was all it was. 
However, he had 
told Mr. Uaihorne that he would have 
i t fixed up conveniently. 
W hen Mr 
H aihorue said on Mouday evening that 
he wouldn’t go, Dr. flagan had not

He aid not u tter one word shewing 
th at Police Officer H atborne’s case fig 
ured in his tuiud in the least, in fact he 
never mentioned the case a t all, not­ 
w ithstanding Dr. H agan’s remarks on 
tiie same. 
He said ins wife hod a hor­ 
ror of the pesthonae and would not go 
there with the child. 
He did not 6ee 
w hy his house could not be quarantined 
ju st as well as several other casea on the 
same street. 
His argument on this sub­ 
ject was quite lengiby, but it only ex­ 
tended tu other quarantines on the same 
street aud one otner house of a w ealthier 
man, and not to Officer H athorne’a case. 
May or W orkman then announced that 
he wus going to take a team and a spe­ 
cial officer and clean up Chinatown and 
th e alleys of the city.

Professor P eter Sleskin, a scientist 
from Moscow, Russia, is visiting Califor 
nia in the interest of agricultural science, 
especially in regard to the cultivation of 
ramie and cotton.

avenues for lubor in the southern coun­ 
ties at highly rem unerative wages that 
cotton growing at the present price of 
tb at staple would not be profitable. He 
will probably visit the cotton plantations 
of Hsggin A Carr, in K ern county, and 
ascertaiu the status of cotton culture in 
th at locality. 
In reg ard to ram ie cu ltu re he finds 
very oheering inform ation. 
T h a t p lan t 
grow s to g re a t perfection in C alifornia, 
an d p ro d u ces a long, Btrong, d elicate 
fibre th a t can bu w ro u g h t into laces and 
lin eas su p eiio r to thoso fabrics m ade 
from flux. 
AH the moist land and semi-moist land 
in Kern,V entura, Lob Angeles, San Ber­ 
nardino and San Diego counties, and all 
the bottom land on both sides of the 
Colorado river, from the Gnlf to the 
Needles, will produce the best quality of 
ramie, for which the demands of m anu­ 
facturers are always unsatisfied. 
The Professor seemed much pleased 
w ith the fine samples of ramie shown 
bim by W alter S. Maxwell. 
I t wonld 
seem the proper thing for the Professor 
to bring over a colony of skilled workers 
in ramie manufacture and establish a 
factory on the Colorado.

The patient In 
som e cases is obliged to sit up in bed, th e 
oppression across the chest is so great, the 
skin Isc'am m y and pros'ratioo rapidly seta 
in, and in fatal cases th ere w ill be m utter­ 
ing deliriu m , coma and death.

The patient dies from 
exhaustion aud and sutTocstiou, h>--ing una­ 
ble to expectorate the mucu* which accum ­ 
ulates in tha passage leading to to e lungs, 
which in s-nne canes Is silcky and sm all In 
quantity, but m ore comm nly cojiious. of a 
light straw or yellowish green. Oftentim es 
strenksof blond make ih eir appearance lu 
the m ucus, and at tinten there m a disagree­ 
able sm ell. 1‘erm ns thus afflicted are very 
liable to take cold, at w hich tim e th e inucug 
becomes lear and frothy aud is ot utmoin- 
inonly th e esse that the patien t dies iu one 
of th-'se attack-. 
H um id bronchitis (from hume*e, to bo 
m oist) is so c4 ie d from th e profuse q uanti­ 
ty of watery secretions w hich comes from 
the air passages of the lungs. 
At tim es It 
becomes quite ropy, like the w hite of an 
egg. This form of disease usually attacks 
oíd people.
